But  the  record  does  not  tell  us  that  Buchtel  almost  had  the  district 
channpionship  tucked  away  safe  and  sound  --  almost  until  North  sabo- 
taged the  apple  wagon.     The  record  does  not  tell  us  that  the  team  was 
one  of  the  best  TEAM  teams,  rolling  to  a  tie  for  second,  behind  North 
in  city  series  play. 

Dave  Burnham  and  Joe  Magyar  placed  on  all-city  first  and  second 
teams  respectively  and  the  All-tournament  teann.  Along  with  these  two, 
the  play  of  Sann  Prosser,  Dick  Green,  and  Jim  Witter  deserve  the  high- 
est praise.  Jim  Monahan,  Chuck  Keach,  Terry  Crislip  and  Joe  Wood 
were  right  behind,  often  in  front,  with  an  able  hand,  Diplonnas  will 
claim  nine  of  the  foregoing,  with  Joe  Magyar  and  Jinn  Monahan  rennain- 
ing.
